jL caraorf glance nt tbe tables cf imports 
and exports wbioh wo laid before our renders 
witb our iiisuc ol yesterday, will not be suffi- 
cienl lo SBtiHfy tboaa who bavo n true interest 
in the proiperity of the colony, but a close 
Study of the •omparatira retarna of the laat 
three yean will satiary the most iaveterntc 
croaker that oar trade is steadily progressing.- 
The total imports lor 18G2 osoeeded those ol 
18G1 in value by upwards of $530,000; whilst 
Ihoie of 1863 ebow a further increase of more 
thta 9I,3tO,000. In aome particular items, 
. there has been' s cooaiderabla decrease, which 
ii aocounteU for in various waya ; in the first 
place our home mannfacturea are now turning 
cut many articlea which two years ago were 
iaportad ; thegreat excitement ori862. gave 
•D impetus to trade that ooald hardly fail to 
be'fbllowed by a reaction, and the total in- 
eieiife eboyet quoted, may therefore be re- 
garded as' good beyond expectation. There 
is also an increase of nearly $700,000 in the 
▼alue of our gold exports in the year that has 
jait concluded, over the preceding one and 
we may add that the amount of gold loaviog 
the country in private hands, of which no re- 
tnrai can bo made, must have reached near 
ly one-half of the p^lbli3h«d exports. 
The exports of lumber daring the same period 
have increased nearly one third. On thia 
head we might remark in passing that the 
Sm FranoiBoo B{dletin,in ijs commercial and 
financial review published ut the commence- 
ment oMhe present year, hlludea to British 
CoiumWai *' as maintaining its rank among 
their largest and most valued customers ;" 
and although the trade is noticed as having 
been leas during the past year than in 18G2, 
more gold ia acknowledged as having^een 
received than during any preceding!ye|ir— 
some of it having however been merely' on 
Iraniit, being exchanged for ailver, which is 
sent to England or India. 

Turning from tho recapitulation to tho 
tabular statement of goods imported the at- 
tention ia first attracted- to tboae articles 
which we draw as-woll froip tho San i'ran- 
oiaco market as from England— one of the 
first in the list— ale and porter, shows a fall- 
ing olT in tho year 1863 to the extent of 
85,740 in value as impelled from Sun Fran- 
cisco ; but this deficiency is couutorbalanoed 
by an increase in the imports of the same 
commodities from England to the extent 
o(.;$10,6S4.* Wines and spirits shoAT a 
siasllar 'result. Wa aro importing direct 
from England to a much greater extent than 
formerly. The ternpenince moTomcnt 
■would not seem from these importations to 
ho gaining ground, in r.oar 'eqlonies>t ttll. 
The single item of brandy imported in 1863 
irom England ahbwa an increase of S20,000 
and from Sati Francisco in this spirit there 
is Ibo an increase of nearly $10,000. 
Bl .-aets, boots and shoes, clothing and 
other dry goods from Son Francisco have 
decreased to the extent of oae tbir^ on the 
value of tho imports of 1863, whilst the same 
atrtioles show an increase of more than one- 
htii^on the value of the imports of the same 
year from Great Britain ; giving an increase 
on the whole value for 1803 of about one" 
fifth. Groceries and provisions have increas- 
ed largely both from England and SftnglTrati- 
ciico ; hardware, glass and cropliety..ha!re 
net been imported from San Franoisoo-to so 
great ' an extent in tho past year as la'i&62, 
bnl from England they show an increase in 
the first item of four times tbe value— the 
sacond it nearly doubled, and the third, is 
inereaaed in tbo^atiO/Of.^iqe g,t0..op. Tea 
decs not appear to bia iii such request as in 
former years ; we are importing more from 
Xugland but very much less from San Fran- 
cisco and Chin; Sugar has been imported 
largely from England during the past 
year, and Honolulu has sent as one-sixth 
nor6.th«isinfl86%';^but;'the|-^dM^ 
China and" San Friinoisbd'is moi-e-than one- 
half in value. Machines and boilers we still 
take from San Franoisco in increasing quan- 
tities, and leas from England. There was 
more iron, pig-iron and steel, imported in 
1861 by $29,000 in value than in the two fol- 
l6wfngjears:i»8t togafteri altbOTgh the man- 
nfaototes" of the aa'm'e artiolos liave increased 
•ohaiderably in the past two years. Space 
will not allow as to follow out the conipari- 
aoa, but what we have pointed out will suf- 
fice to show that our trade with England is 
steadily progressing. And wo may also 
remark that on inorcasing export trade is 
springing up of British goods to San Fran- 

ciico. , . : : 

With regard to our trade with British 
Columbia, we would call attention to the 
enormona increase in the quantity of fiirn, 
hides and skins imported. Oar lumber trade in 
the year 1863, ha« 'increMed; n^^ 
third, and all other' tiranohM Vf doiaestio ("rade 
show a steady inorase. 

For a country yet in its infancy wo cannot 
but feel that our commercial position is most 
satisfactory, ond we have every reason to 
look for a steady increaso in our trade from 
year to jeiair. /There Js^nothipi ao jar^Js can 
be foteMBn,'' likely'" to retard our progress, 
but on the contrary, with the mines of British 
Columbia becoming nioro devclopwl, and our 
own minerals being workedjin dilleroiit direo- 
tioni, we may look lor a eon eidornblo acoes- 
siontoour working population, capital will 
follow, and will be diffused over ibeoulouies, 
whilst our trade is being gradually and 
surely built up on a sound commoroial bn.si3.
